In all fevers poisons are formed in the body 


and there can be no restoration to health until 
these are carried away.

always accompany fever. 
The skin, kidneys and intestines are 
the chief organs of elimination. All A-

these must function freely or else 
the polMins genet tiled l»y the fever 
aiv dammed up m the tissues, to add 
to the nilsei v of the sufferer. They 
cannot net unless there is abundance; 
of fluid to cliNsolvf the poisonous 
suhatuiu OM. Water is the universal 
solvent and its free drinking will 
aid the organs of elimination, to do 
theft woik. 


You Know how thirsty you are 


when you have fever. There is no 
agony much worse than thirst. Poor 
liltlo babies must suffer terribly 
and they are unable to ask for the 
water they yearn to have. 


'The authors 1 mentioned think 


water should bo given us a matter 
of loutlnc—just a« medicine would 
lie administered. They suggest that 
when a child under one year has 
uny Infectious fever the amount of 
wator should b« from one-half pint 
to one pint a day. 
Every fifteen 


minutes tho baby should have fiom 
two to four tcaupunnfuls of water. 
When older, three or four times as 
much water should bo given. 


There is an ohl-fanhloned notion 


that water will "drive in the rash" 
ami, somohow or other, cause dis- 
aster. This is absurd. Bathing can 
clu no harm to anybody. Bnthc the 
child, but be sure the liath In token 
in a warm room, and dry thorough- 
ly. No bad icsults can take place, 
no matter what the disease may be. 


Frequent bathing keeps the skin 


clean ami active. In this way the 
reinov.il of the poisons is hastened. 


Blinking plenty of water helps to 


ke«p the tmwel rontenta soft, and in 
this way promotes the free escape 
of poisons. 
Everybody should drink water in 


quantities. Everybody should bathe 
frequently.
